Report of Library ‘Trustees. 


To the Town of Rye, N. H.: 

Your Library Trustees respectfully report that they met 
together on March 8, 1910, and organized with William C. 
Walker, chairman; Frederick D. Parsons, Clerk; and Charles 
M. Remick, Treasurer. Miss Mary Tuck Rand conveyed 
to the Town March 16, 1910, a lot of land for a library site. 
In accordance with the vote of the Town, we proceeded 
in the matter of procuring plans for a library building, and 
after careful consideration of the various designs submitted, 
decided upon one drawn by Mr. C. Howard Walker, of 
Boston, Mass. In August, we invited bids for the con- 
struction of the building, in accordance with the plans adopted, 
and the following bids were received, viz.: 


Byron Dame, of Portsmouth, N. H.............. $9,450 00

Charles Min Regid, vot Rye NH. Geeta: ee 6,993 00 


and the bid of Mr. Rand, being the lowest, was accepted 
and a contract was executed with him on the 31st day of 
August, 1910, he giving a bond to the Trustees in the sum 
of $7,000 for the faithful performance of the same. On 
August 31, 1910, ground was broken by Mr. Rand, in the 
presence of Miss Rand and the Trustees, and the work then 
begun has been since continued with the result that the 
- Town now has a very handsome library building, which 
in our opinion will be a continual source of pride and satis- 
faction to the Town and a lasting memorial of the gener- 
osity of the giver. 

On September 15, 1910, Miss Rand paid over to the Trus- 
tees the sum of $7,500, which will cover the cost of the build- 
ing, the commission of the architect, and the bond of the 
contractor, leaving a small balance.

On June 28, 1910, Mr. William C. Walker resigned as a 
member of the Board, and after making every effort to have 
him reconsider, we accepted his resignation with great re- 
egret. 

To Miss Mary Tuck Rand, your Trustees feel they can 
pay no greater tribute than this: — that having made possi- 
ble by her generous gifts of land and money the erection 
of the library building, she has asked in return only this — 
that her fellow townspeople should have their wishes carried 
into effect to the fullest possible extent. 

Your Trustees have received no other gifts during the 
year. The Treasurer has on hand the sum of $300, in addi- 
tion to Miss Rand’s gift, and there are no bills outstanding.

Report of School Board. 


In presenting our reports we feel fully justified in saying 
that our schools are in the hands of a competent Superin- 
tendent and four good teachers. 

We are very fortunate indeed in the election of Mr. Eu- 
gene Tuttle as our Superintendent. He is a faithful worker 
and well qualified for the position, always working for the 
best interest of our schools, encouraging both teachers and 
scholars. Under his direction we find there has been a great 
improvement. 

It has been necessary during the year to procure new 
teachers for the West and Center schools. 

The number of scholars registered in our schools is one 
hundred and twenty-two. 

As there were practically no supplies on hand to start the 
year’s work with, we have been obliged to buy a larger amount 
of supplies and text books than last year. 

The repairs, painting, whitening and renovation in general, 
which was greatly needed in our schools was done during 
the summer vacation of 1910. For the sanitary conditions, 
the schools should be looked after oftener, as the health of 
the teacher and scholars alike depends on the purification 
of the school room. There is no reason why our schools should 
not be as good as other schools, and they will if the towns- 
people will give more thought and more attention to them.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the School Board of Rye: 

As I have been connected with your school system for only 
a part of a school year, my report should necessarily be brief. 
Much time is required for one to familiarize himself with 
conditions existing in four distinct and separate school dis- 
tricts, as is the case in this supervisory union. 

My efforts have been confined largely to classroom studies 
and management. I found the schools graded on an eight- 
gerade basis and following the work as outlined in the State 
Programme of Studies, each teacher having a distinct plan 
adapted to the one school, with little or no regard for uni- 
form work throughout the Town. The State Programme is a 
good general plan, but needs to be extensively supplemented 
to fit local conditions. There is now in operation a course, 
based on the State course, planning the work for all classes 
and text-books, and providing for teachers a definite guide 
for each study and grade for each year, but this must be re- 
vised and made more specific for next year. 

With eight distinct grades for one teacher in a room, as 
would, under ordinary circumstances, naturally result in 
each school, strictly graded class-work is impossible if we 
look for creditable scholastic results. We had two schools, 
with six and one with seven grades, at the beginning of the 
last fall term, which necessitated ridiculously short recita- 
tion periods. With such short periods, it is impossible to 
get results that will compare at all favorably with places 
where there are no more than two, or possibly three, grades 
fer each teacher. The ages and length of school experience 
is such in each of the schools that six or seven grades are 
apparently necessary. Any attempt to group pupils to lessen 
the number of classes for the good of all is likely to precipi- 
tate a storm of protest from parents whose children might 
be assigned to classes with others whose school experience 
was less by a year, though the ability to do the assigned 
work might be the same. It is rather difficult to get pupils 
to understand that progress is not measured by pages in text- 
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books, but by what they can actually do. At the South 
school, where a chance seemed best, a different plan of group- 
ing was started this winter term. It is apparently working 
well, though no great number of changes were made at this 
time. Rye should have one of the best graded systems in 
the State. One plan was suggested a few years ago. Build 
an addition to the Center school and provide for pupils of 
erades six, seven and eight, from the whole Town to be ac- 
commodated there. Another plan would be to provide as- 
sistant teachers where the number of grades is large, at pres- 
ent needed at the East, South and Center. The large dress- 
ing rooms used for the noon hour could be fitted for recitation 
rooms at a nominal expense, and, with an assistant teacher, 
very creditable grades could be maintained. It is true that 
in the good old times a greater number of pupils were housed 
and schooled in one room, yet the fact remains that we are 
living in the present age and dispensation and the demands 
of the times must be considered. Newington, with 40 pupils, 
and Newcastle, with 42 pupils, provide two rooms and teach- 
ers (seven grades in the former place). There were 43 pupils 
in six grades at the East school, 31 in seven at the South, 
and 26 in six at the Center, when schools opened last fall. 
Something must be done for gaining more time for recita- 
tions. I ascribe the cause of the failure of twelve out of 
fourteen applicants for high school last June to the lack of 
time devoted to recitation. Very few of the classes are now, 
for this same reason, up to a most creditable grade standing. 
A temporary rule adopted by the Board provides that pupils 
may enter schools only once during the year, in September, 
unless qualified to enter some existing class. This will help 
matters in the spring when a scattering few wish to enter, 
thus making another class, and taking time of the teacher, 
which should, in all justice, be devoted to the much greater 
number who have been at the school the whole year. 
Progress of class work is followed and directed by personal 
inspection, reports, meetings with the teachers and individual 
talks. Various returns are made to the teachers, showing 
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how their school compares with others in the four towns. 
Semi-term reports are made to parents and individual rec- 
ords, in so far.as advisable, kept at school, the efforts on the 
whole being directed to enhance the value and sicraaysaet of 
the schools: 

Music under the interested and efficient Pancion of the 
instructor, Miss Lucy Hoyt, is progressing very favorably, 
and the results to be seen in the schools are, on the whole, 
very fine. 

School buildings are in very good shape, and the idea should 
be not to let them get into such a condition as was the case 
before the renovations of last year. They are now well above 
the average one-room buildings in the State. Furnaces are 
a great improvement, but the present provision for admission 
of cold air is not right and should be changed. Provision 
for ventilation should be considered with the installation of 
furnaces in the two buildings yet to be equipped. The mat- 
ter of style of equipment should be considered, if a small 
boy is to be relied upon to manage the furnace. Adjustable 
seats at the South and West schools should replace the sta- 
tionary type now in use and additions made to the few good 
pictures now in the rooms. A public school should be a 
model for all such possible devices that are up-to-date in the 
consideration of people who make a study of such matters, 
and in places where children spend so much time away from 
the care of parents. 

Equipment of supplies is very good. ‘The text-books are 
in some cases filthy and far from what any careful parent 
- would wish to be used. An effort is being made to clean out 
all such books and replace with new and later editions. 

Attendance: I have no data at hand this year for com- 
parative purposes, but believe a creditable showing is being 
made in this respect, due to the active interest teachers are 
taking to make the schools compare favorably with the 
schools in places recognized as superior in educational mat- 
ters. The earnest co-operation of parents is needed to make 
this what it should be. Classes progress a certain amount 
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every half day, and every such time a pupil is absent means 
just so much loss to him besides a tendency to hold back 
the class while he is getting the benefit of a delayed explana- 
tion. A half day out to go visiting, entertain company, or 
go to an entertainment or fair is not right in consideration of 
the pupil, the school, the teacher, or the town. 

Regarding the studies, nothing new or experimental has 
been attempted. We leave that for larger places and older 
men in supervision. We do not aim to make phenomenal 
scholars out of the pupils, but do aim to give them as solid 
a foundation as possible in the subjects that have been in 
the school room for generations, and a knowledge of which 
subjects will certainly not be a detriment to the pupils. 
Many studies, which are undoubtedly of great value, must 
necessarily be omitted. J refer to industrial or vocational 
lines, which are largely in the experimental stage in the pub- 
lic schools. Some thought should be given to the possibility of 
introducing some of these subjects later on when any re- 
modelling of the buildings is contemplated. 

In conclusion I wish to express my appreciation of the co- 
operation with me of the Board and teachers.
